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Fifteenth Annual Report of Farmers 


Institutes 
For the Year Ending February 28, 1917 


Members of the Montana Farmers’ Institute Board: 
Gentlemen :— ! 

I have the honor to submit the following report for the year 
ending February 28, 1917. 

Farmers’ Institute Meetings.—One hundred and nine regular 
farmers’ institute meetings, with one hundred and sixty sessions 
and a total attendance of 17,971, have been held during the year 
ending February 28, 1917. This number includes the annual summer 
picnics at Moccasin, Musselshell, Stevensville, Osborn, and Deer 
Lodge. The number listed is somewhat less than in previous years 
owing to the rainy weather during June, when the summer meetings 
were on, which necessitated the cancellation of several meetings 
which had been scheduled, and also increased demands upon institute 
funds for permanent agricultural extension activities. To offset 
this apparent reduction in the number of farmers’ institutes, meet- 
ings numbering two or three hundred in addition to those listed on 
this report were held in the ten counties having county agents. 
Only those meetings to which speakers are sent, whose traveling 
expenses are paid by the farmers’ institute office, are included in 
the list of regular farmers’ institute meetings. 

Talent.—No instructors or lecturers from outside of the State 
were employed during the year, except representatives of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, extension agents of railway com- 
panies, and other large business corporations who came at their 
own expense. Dr. Miles of the Bureau of Plant Industry, U. S. 
D. A., who gave instructions regarding flax cultivation; Daniel E. 
Willard of the Northern Pacific Railway Company, Edwin A. Will- 
son, and F. W. Merrill were among those who contributed to far- 
mers’ institute programs. Members of the faculty, experiment sta- 
tion, and extension staffs of the State College at Bozeman appeared 
on the programs of nearly every farmers’ institute. Among the 
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farmers, business and professional men of Montana who addressed 
farmers’ institute meetings were: W. E. Harmon, James Griffin, 
W. S.. McCormick, G. C.“Wooster, H. E. Murphy, R. B. Walker, 
and B. C. White: 


Press.—The supply of agricultural reading matter to the Mon- 
tana Farmer was continued during the year, about thirty-five hun- 
dred words of carefully selected agricultural copy being transmitted 
each week. The consideration for this service was the payment of 
part of the salary of a clerk in the farmers’ institute office. 


Farmers’ Week.—Although the winter 1916-1917 was the long- 
est, coldest, and had the greatest snowfall of record in Montana, 
the attendance at farmers’ week, Bozeman, January 29 to February 
3, was exceptionally good. Daily courses of instruction in agronomy, 
animal husbandry, dairying, horticulture, bee keeping, and home 
economics were given. Among the instructors employed from with-— 
out the State were Professor W. J. Kennedy of lowa, Hans Men- 
delsohn of Denver, Colorado, Mary F. Rausch from Washington 
University, Seattle, Washington, and J. H. Stoneman of Idaho. 


Conventions of dairymen, of breeders of cattle, of sheep, and of 
bee keepers were held in Bozeman during the week, and a conference 
of Montana extension workers was also held at that time. 


Summer Picnics——The annual farmers’ picnics at Moccasin, 
Osborn, Musselshell, Stevensville, and Race Track were largely 
attended. Speakers were sent by the farmers’ imtstitute office to each 
of these meetings. 


Publication.—A pamphlet entitled “Suggestions to Dry-Land 
Farmers” has been revised, and a new edition published in coop- 
eration with the Northern Pacific Railway. The work of revision 
was performed by the farmers’ institute office. 

. Extension Service.—At the close of the fiscal year, February 
28, 1917, the county agent organization consisted of County Agent 
Leader M. L. Wilson and ten county agents in Fergus, Custer, Daw- 
son, Cascade, Missoula, Flathead, Teton, Hill, Lewis and Clark, and 
Sheridan counties. Applications for agents were on file from Blaine, 
Musselshell, Richland, Rosebud, and Sanders counties. 3 

Miss Augusta D. Evans, leader of boys’ and girls’ clubs, restate 
Just 1st. Prof. M. J. Abbey from West Virginia, was secured as 
club leader, and began his service September Ist.

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Miss Katherine Jensen, specialist in home economics, resigned 
July 1st, and her place was filled by the appointment of Miss Bess 
M. Rowe, who began work September Ist, with Mina Ogilvie as 
assistant, beginning October Ist. 


The other specialists in Extension Service, Dr. W. J. Hartman, 
F, M. Hillman, dairyman, and F. J. Chase, farm management, con- 
tinued through the year. Heavy’ demands have been made upon the 
time and energies of the superintendent of farmers’ institutes by 
extension work of which he is director. The compensating advan- 
tage to the farmers’ institute comes from a permanent. staff of 
trained extension workers and institute speakers who are always 
available for farmers’ meetings without sending away for them. 


Business Trips of Superintendent.—The superintendent was sent 
as representative of the president of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College to the inauguration of Dr. Holland at Pullman, Washington, 
April 2nd. He was also called to Washington, D. C., for a confer- 
ence with the United States Department of Agriculture in November 
at the expense of the latter. He attended the convention of the 
Association of Agricultural College and Experiment Station workers 
at Washington in November at the expense of the Extension Service. 


Inquiry Into Live Stock Losses.—Continuing the work of pre- 
vious years, Dr. W. J. Hartman, livestock spécialist, spent three 
months during the summer in a study of livestock sanitary conditions 
and losses, preventable or otherwise, in the Yellowstone Valley. A 
report of these activities is in preparation. Dr. Hartman had pre- 
viously made similar inquiries in the Bitter Root, Missoula, and 
Gallatin valleys. 


Short Courses.—Short courses in agriculture and home eco- 
nomics of from three to six days’ duration have been given during 
the year at Leon, Round Butte, Worden, Kalispell, Lewistown, Hob- 
son, Havre, Belt, Augusta, Choteau, and Sidney. At each of these 
courses, instructors in animal husbandry, plant production, and home 
economics have been provided. Four instructors have been sent for 
each short course, wherever practicable. The local expenses of these 
courses havé been borne by the community in which they were held, 
and only salary and traveling expenses were defrayed from farmers’ 
institute funds. 


Home Economics Courses.— Besides courses in home economics 
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at the foregoing general short courses, courses have also been given 
at Jeffers, Twin Bridges, Whitehall, Wibaux, Hysham, Ballantine, 
Broadview, Stanford, Lewistown, Glasgow, Malta, Willow Creek, 
Conrad, Raynesford, Victor, Como, and Corvallis. A total of twenty- 
nine short courses in home economics was given in addition to 
these. The home economics specialist, who is partly on farmers’ 
institute expense, has given about fifty single lectures and demon- 
strations. 


Judging Service.—Assignments have been made in judging live- 
stock, agricultural, and other products at the State and county fairs 
by the superintendent of farmers’ institutes. Twenty-one judges 
have been furnished for fory-five judging engagements during the 
season. 


Market Specialist—By the cooperation of the Office of Markets, 
U. S. D. A., the Montana Experiment Station, and the Extension 
Service, a field agent in marketing has been employed to give full 
time to the promotion of better information in the marketing of 
Montana farm products and in organizing farm communities so as 
to market standard products in a cooperative way. Mr. W. L. Beers 
of Big Sandy was secured for this work and was appointed field 
agent in marketing for the State of Montana, to take effect December 
10th, 1916. For the time being, his salary is paid by the United 
States Office of Markets and the Montana Experiment Station, and 
his traveling expenses from Montana farmers’ institute funds. Mr. 
Beers is a graduate of Brown University, and has had wide and 
varied experience.

Members of the Montana Farmers’ Institute Board: 
Gentlemen :— 

I have the honor to submit the following report for the year 
ending February 28, 1918. 

Farmers’ Institute Meetings.——Owing to the American declara- 
tion of war with Germany in April, 1917, a great interest in public 
affairs was engendered and a great need created for a proper Amer- 
ican spirit in support of the Allied cause. 

The strength of a democracy lies in the intelligence of its 
peoples. Education and information are fundamental. Three phases 
of instruction were decided upon for the farmers’ institutes during 
the war drive of the summer of 1917; first, agricultural instruction 
to produce larger crops to provide food for the Allies; second, con- 
servation, saving, and substitution of foods to promote the same 
results; and third, intelligent understanding of the Allied aims and 
purposes and the inculcation of loyalty and national morale. 

Three hundred and forty meetings were listed and an estimated 
attendance recorded of 87,889 people. This is by far the largest 
number of people ever reached through the farmers’ institute chan- 
nels. 

Besides these emergency war meetings held in June and July, 
103 institutes of 187 sessions, attended by 10,649 people, were held 
during the rest of the year. This brings the total institute meetings 
from March 1, 1917, to February 28, 1918, up to 443, with an attend- 
ance of 98,538. 

The cost of. the emergency war activities to the farmers’ insti- 
tute work was:

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Inasmuch as part of this sum would have been used in normal 
times, it is not quite fair to consider the $9,683.97 as entirely war . 
emergency expense. The State Defense Council and the State Board 
of Examiners advised with the Farmers’ Institute Board in the use 
of the extra funds which were taken from the regular Farmers’ 
Institute appropriation for the biennium March 1, 1917, to February 
28, 1919. A large part of the appropriation for the second year was 
expended during the war emergency of 1917. 

At a special session of the legislature held in February, 1918, 
an emergency appropriation was made to Farmers’ Institutes of 
$8,815.00 to cover the deficit. 

Talent.—As has already been intimated, the Extension Service 
staff in Montana has greatly increased in numbers during the year. 
Supported by the emergency agricultural production appropriation, 
county agents were placed temporarily in practically all Montana 
counties. Later, county agents were removed from those counties 
which do not contribute to the support of county agent work. 
Twenty-three counties have permanent county agents at the present 
time. In like manner home demonstration agents have been placed 
in fifteen counties in the State, and county club leaders in an equal 
number. These county agents, home demonstration agents, and 
club leaders, with an increased staff of subject matter specialists 
and state leaders, make an extension force of eighty-five people. 

The superintendent of farmers’ institutes is also extension service 
director for the State of Montana. While his duties as director of 
extension service have greatly reduced his personal attention to 
farmers’ institute meetings and details of farmers’ institute work, 
they have given the support of such a large number of trained agri- 
cultural and home economics workers to the service that more and 
better farmers’ institutes are held than ever before. It appears to 
be good management to give over farmers’ meetings largely to the 
supervision and direction of county agents and home demonstration 
agents, who are in closer touch with local conditions and the desires 
of farm people at home. By far the largest share of farmers’ insti- 
tute instruction has been given by people regularly in the employ 
of the extension service in Montana. Comparatively little outside 
of the patriotic addresses and instruction in national affairs has been 
given by those not belonging to the general State Agricultural Col- 
lege organization at Bozeman. 
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‘Farm Bureaus.—To ‘promote a closer cooperation among far- - 
mers in extension work, and in support of the policies of the national 
administration, large efforts have been made during the year to 
organize farmers into a service association. ‘This association has 
been given the name “Farm Bureau” in conformity to the policy 
of a large number of states in America working along similar lines. 
The Farm Bureau does not seek to crowd out the Society of Equity, 
Farmers’ Union, Grange, and other local farmers’ organizations. Its 
function is rather to federate existing agencies for rural progress 
and to connect these with State agricultural institutions, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, and the general government policies. 
The Farm Bureau consists primarily of a series of county commit- 
tees, each charged with a particular type of extension service, such 
as the holding of community meetings for purposes of instruction, 
better roads, livestock shipping associations, crop demonstrations, 
dairy improvement, boys’ and girls’ work, food conservation, cloth- 
ing, better rural homes, credits, recreation, and so on. 


By referring the selection of places for farmers’ institutes to 
the Farm Bureau committee on farmers’ institutes, by securing their 
advice and assistance with respect to the subjects desired, speakers 
wanted, and dates preferred, a stronger local support can be worked 
up for the farmers’ meetings. 


Twenty-three county farm bureau organizations have already 
been effected in Montana. . 


In like manner with the women’s work organizations have been 
formed in fifteen counties. These women’s organizations, for the 
time being, have been termed “Women’s Patriotic Councils.” 


Live Stock Specialist—Dr. W. J. Hartman, who for several 
years has been a regular member of the Farmers’ Institute staff, 
was transferred for financial reasons to the boys’ and girls’ club 
work, and assigned to Gallatin County. In this way a part of the 
extra expense incident to war emergency work was charged back 
to federal appropriations. Doctor Hartman continued to serve as 
lecturer at farmers’ institute meetings and devoted his energies 
largely to the organization of pig clubs, calf clubs, and colt -clubs, 
which were in line with his subject matter specialty. Doctor Hart- 
man’s connection with the farmers’ institute and extension staff was 
terminated by his resignation June 1, 1918. | 
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Fairs.—The usual service at county fairs has been rendered in 
the form of judges and judging demonstrations. About twenty 
judges were furnished for different county fairs during the fair 
season. 


Extension Schools——During the past year extension schools 
lasting from two to six days have been held at Hamilton, Kalispell, 
Plains, Lewistown, Belt, Fort Benton, Geraldine, Augusta, Bozeman, 
Reed Point, Harlem, Glasgow, and Wolf Point. Schools for horse 
breeders have also been held at Culbertson, Hobson, Glendive, and 
Miles City. 

During the month of April a wool exhibit demonstration car 
was operated across the State from Missoula and Hamilton to Miles 
City. Stops were made at Missoula, Hamilton, Deer Lodge, Butte, 
Whitehall, Sheridan, Three Forks, Bozeman, Livingston, Big Timber, 
Columbus, Billings, Forsyth, Hysham, and Miles City. The exhibit 
of improved types of sheep of different breeds was provided by the 
Animal Industry Department of the State College. The wool exhib- 
its were prepared under the direction of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, U. S. Department of Agriculture. A series of moving pic- 
ture films showing phases of sheep husbandry and the process of 
grading and preparing wool for market, and the manufacture of 
woolens, was shown with moving picture machines at each of the 
various stops. Dr. W. J. Hartman and Dr. W. E. Joseph assisted 
in the instruction and demonstrations for the State of Montana. 


Home Economics.—With a staff of eighteen home economics 
workers, as compared with two or three in previous years, it is 
obvious that instruction in home economics has been given very 
much more attention than heretofore. A large share of the home 
economics work has been devoted to increasing food supplies through 
stimulation of gardening and poultry keeping. The main effort has 
been, however, to eliminate waste, conserve the foods that there 
are, and release more wheat through judicious substitutions in the 
home dietary. A very important home service has been rendered 
by the women workers. While this is not strictly farmers’ institute 
work, it has been so closely linked up with farmers’ and other group 
meetings that it is hard to distinguish in many cases between 
the two types of work. 


Business Trips.——The superintendent of Farmers’ Institutes 


+ 
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made three trips outside of Montana during the year. In June he 
was called to. Washington at federal expense to attend the Confer- 
ence of Extension Directors and to make plans in conjunction with 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture for stimulating food production 
in Montana. In September he went to Spokane, Washington, to 
participate in the conference with state and federal agriculturists 
with reference to increasing the production of fall wheat and rye 
as a war measure. In December he again went to Washington to 
meet with representatives of North Dakota and Texas and the Fed- 
eral Seed Stocks Committee to make plans for using federal funds 
for the relief of the farmers in Montana in areas where crops had 
failed owing to drouth. About one and one-half million dollars was: 
assigned to Montana for seed loans to farmers who were unable to 
procure seed through their own resources. 

Publications.—The publications of the year have been largely 
devoted to war crop production. The last of April a series of war 
crop posters was prepared, published, and distributed throughout the 
State. A series of war crop bulletins was also issued following these. 


Weekly bulletins were prepared during June, July, August, and 


September, 1917. The aggregate number of pieces prepared and 
sent out was 440,000, the cost being $4,078.06. Dean F. B. Linfield, 
Prof. Alfred Atkinson, Prof. O. B. Whipple, and Prof. W. F. Brewer 
collaborated in the preparation of this material, and a close coopera- 
tion was received from the State Council of Defense and the State 
Board of Examiners in the performance of this service. 


Recognition.— During the absence of the superintendent of Far- 
mers’ Institutes in June, 1917, at a conferenec in Washington, Mr. 
F. E. Fuller, specialist in agronomy in Extension Service, had the 
oversight of farmers’ institute meetings. To him is largely due the 
credit for keeping the corps of speakers lined up for the 340 war 


’ emergency meetings during June and July.

REPORT ON FARMERS’ NATIONAL DEFENSE MEETINGS 
IN MONTANA 


June 16—July 20, 1917 


These meetings were planned to be held after seeding and 
before harvest in about four hundred rural communities. Places 
where farmers could best be reached near their homes were selected. 


The Chancellor of the University of Montana and the agricul- 
tural committee of the State Council of Defense considered this 
matter at a meeting held in Bozeman, May 18th, and their plans 
and recommendations received the approval of the State Council 
of Defense at a meeting held in Helena, May 21st. 

A standardized program was made up, consisting of an address 
by a trained agriculturist on “The World’s Food and Crop Situation,” 
and the work of farmers in the war; a food use, and conservation 
number by a woman trained in home economics; and a patriotic 
address on “Why America Has Entered the War—American Ideals, 
and the Duty of American Citizens.” 

The county farm agents had immediate charge of the meeting, 
made the arrangements, distributed the advertising, and conducted 


bo 
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the exercises. Forty thousand flyers were prepared for their use, 
which made about one hundred for each meeting; also, six thousand 
postal cards were distributed to counties in proportion to the num- 
ber of meetings held in each. Copies of News Notes for June 14, 
1918, published by Montana State College, containing a digest of the 
information concerning the crop, livestock and food situation were 
distributed to the assembled people.
